Bright Colors Lead for Sun Suits 

AY colors, singly or in combina- 

tion, usually ere in great faver 

for the child’s summer garments. 

It is always advisable when possible to 

get samples and test materials for fast- 

ness to light and washing, and this is 

especially true of the summery fabrics. 

Fast colors are not necessarily dull 
colors. 

The fabric for the sturdy little suit 
shown to the right was made of a dur- 
able cotton print. This material was 
tested and is fast to both light and 
washing. Tiny oranges and lemons 
among green leaves make the design 
for this garment. The edges of the gar- 


ment and large pockets are bound with 
orange bands. 

The crotch is cut on the fold of the 
material so as to give the utmost proe 
tection and freedom. Only four buttons 
are necessary because the front and 
back are in one piece (as shown o1 the 
diagram). The waist is cut out very 
low under the arm.

Critics 

The present rage in literature for 
romantic biographies or biographical 
romances, which is by no means con- 
fined to Anglo-Saxon countries, fills 
the Russians with scorn and disdain. 
But also with joy. For, so writes one 
of the younger Moscow literary 
lights, this fashion is certainly the 
most convincing and pleasing sign 
of the decay of bourgeois society. 
The old world, he goes on, is obliged 
to dig up its corpses and trot out 
to the hight of day all’ the glories 
and aemil-glories of the past. The 
bourgeoisie is like an old man who 
tries to find enjoyment in harking 
back to the souveni:s of his bril- 
liant youth. But the future is closed 
to him. Western countries, says an- 
other Russian writer, are obliged to 
look to the past for inspiration. 
There is nothing transpiring at the 
present time anywhere on earth to 
make them feel proud of themselves. 
How different, he adds, are things 
in Russia! No doubt things are 
different in Russia. Western stan- 
dards should, perhaps, not be ap- 
plied to gauge the significance of 
the new life that is developing in 
that vast region, tormented and 
struggling with new conceptions. 
But, on the other hand, some worth 
while things are going on outside 
Russia too. And even the Russians 
think so. Why else is there such a 
profound admiration for America 
and American methods in industry, 
amounting almost to worship?

Belgian 
Elections 


The general election held in Bel- 
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gium, just a few days prior to bal- 
loting in Great Britain, did not 
produce a great change in the polit- 
ical alignment of the parties. Yet 
there were certain interesting de- 
velopments. Three days prior to the 
voting Cardinal Van Roey, Arch- 
bishop of Malines, told the Flemish 
people that voting for extremist 
candidates of the Flemish Nationalist 
group would be against the wishes 
of the church. On election day the 
Nationalists doubled their repre- 
sentation in the Parliament. Ward 
Hermans, the man who was mixed 
up in publishing the so-called faked 
treaty between Belgium and Holland, 
was also elected to Parliament. He 
is one of the hottest ‘‘Flamingants” 
in the country. But a man of ability 
and great sincerity, who Is respected 
by his adversaries. While the Flem- 
ish Nationalists are still far from 
controlling a majority in the House, 
their influence is growing and the 
election must be regarded as another 
indication that the pcople are more 
in favor of administrative separa- 


tion between the two great sections 
of the country thar ever before. 
The Flemish Nationalists favor out 
and out separation and autonomy 
for Flanders. Leaders of the Cath- 
olic Flemish Party, with the Burgo- 
master of Antwerp, Dr. Van Cauwel- 
aert, at their head, believe that sal- 
vation lies in a Federal form of Gov- 
ernment. The pressure for admin- 
istrative separation is even stronger 
on the Walloon side. As the Flem- 
ish population increases and the 
Walloon diminishes, the latter fear 
that their interests which so long 
predominated In Belgium, will grad- 
ually take second place.
